Three of the most distinguished sol 
dlers of Kentucky were bom in the rich 
and beautiful county of Mason- 
Thomas 8. Jesup, Albert Sidney John- 
ston and William Nelson-and yet we 
doubt if msuy of our readers can recall

Before the war between the 
states there was no law making retire- 
ment at a prescribed age compulsory, 
and General Jesup remained on duty 
until his death, although then II years 
of age, and died in lalO, theu and for 
many years a Major General in the 
Regular Army. 

William Nolsonwas also an exti 



neutrality I'nlon men and the uncondi- 
tional Cnion men. By temper, disposi- 
tion and views (ieneral Nelson was an 
ultra unconditional Cnion man, and 
gave to that wing of the party his sup- 
port, and its members gave him their 
assistance and support. It is not say- 
ing too much to say that to him and 
those he associated with was due the 
final decision of Kentucky to refuse t I 
secede. Kentucky was saved to the 
Cnion by General Nelson and the 
civilians and soldiers wtio rallied 
around him, who formed l amp Dick 
Robinson, organized the Home Guard 
and the Kentucky Volunteers, and, by 
their audacity, zeal and intensity, won 
the battle for Kentucky. 

His violent and untimely death was 
brought upon him hy his ungovernable 
temper. If he had lived it was probable 
that he would have made large fame as 
a soldier. What Lyon was to Missouri 
Nelson was to Kentucky. If Kentucky 
and Missouri had promptly followed 
the other Southern stales and had 
thrown their power on that side the 
result might have been different.
